Dems Defend Health Care Tactic 



Party leaders mull 
‘deem and pass’ vote 
to push bill through 

Washington 

Democrats vowed Tuesday to pass 
a health care overhaul package one 
way or another but ran into vocif- 
erous resistance from Republican 
lawmakers, who blasted a poten- 
tial maneuver that would allow 
the House to approve the Senate’s 
version of President Obama’s sig- 
nature domestic initiative without 
actually voting on it. 

House Majority Leader Steny 
H. Hoyer, D-Md., and other Dem- 
ocrats spent much of Tuesday 
defending the parliamentary pro- 
cedure in question, although they 
told reporters that party leaders 
have not made a final decision on 
whether to use it. 

Under the procedure, known 
as a “deem and pass,” the House 
would adopt a rule for a vote on 
a package of fixes to the Senate 
health care bill, with passage sig- 
nifying that lawmakers “deem” the 
underlying bill to be passed. 


Democrats defiantly argued 
that “deem and pass” is a venera- 
ble tactic, born in the depths of the 
Great Depression and employed 
most enthusiastically in the past by 
Republicans, such as former House 
speaker Newt Gingrich. 

“I didn’t hear any of that feroci- 
ty when the Republicans used this, 
perhaps, hundreds of times,” said 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D-Calif 
Republicans seized on the pros- 


pect of “deem and pass” to step up 
their attacks on the bill. 

“Anyone who endorses this 
strategy will be forever remem- 
bered for trying to claim they 
didn’t vote for something they 
did,” said Senate Minority Leader 
Mitch McConnell, R-Ky. “It will go 
down as one of the most extraor- 
dinary legislative sleights of hand 
in history.” 

Rep. Michelle Bachmann, 


R-Minn., told conservative activ- 
ists who rallied on Capitol Hill, 
“We do not want this bill passed. 
We want to kill the bill.” 

The “deem and pass” tactic has 
been commonly used, although 
never to pass legislation as momen- 
tous as the health care bill. Pelosi 
said she prefers the tactic because it 
would protect lawmakers who are 
reluctant to publicly support the 
measure, (the Washington post)

Revamped regiment 
builds core strength 
for modern warfare 

Fort Jackson, S.C. 

New soldiers are grunting through 
the kind of stretches and twists 
found in “ab blaster” classes at sub- 
urban gyms as the Army revamps 
its basic training regimen for the 
first time in three decades. 

Heeding the advice of Iraq and 
Afghanistan veterans, command- 
ers are dropping five-mile runs 
and bayonet drills in favor of zig- 
zag sprints and exercises that hone 
core muscles. Battlefield sergeants 
say that’s the kind of fitness needed 
to dodge across alleys, walk patrol 
with heavy packs or haul a buddy 
out of a burning vehicle. 

Trainers also want to tough- 
en recruits who are often more 
familiar with Facebook than fist- 
fights. 

“Soldiers need to be able to 
move quickly under load, to be 
mobile under load, with your body 
armor, your weapons and your hel- 
met, in a stressful situation,” said 


Frank Palkoska, head of the Army’s 
Fitness School at Fort Jackson. 

The new plan is being expand- 
ed this month at the Army’s four 
other basic training installations 
— Fort Leonard Wood, Mo.; Fort 
Sill, Okla.; Fort Benning, Ga.; and 
Fort Knox, Ky. 

Lt. Gen. Mark Hertling of the 
Army’s Training and Doctrine 
Command, the three-star general 
in charge of revamping all aspects 
of initial training, said his overall 


goal is to drop outmoded drills and 
focus on what soldiers need today 
and in the future. 

Bayonet drills had continued 
for decades, even though soldiers 
no longer carry the blades on their 
automatic rifles. Hertling ordered 
the drills dropped. 

“We have to make the training 
relevant to the conditions on the 
modern battlefield,” Hertling said 
during a visit to Fort Jackson in Jan- 
uary.

Honda to Recall 400K Vehicles for Brake Problem 


Detroit 

Honda Motor Co. will recall more 
than 410,000 Odyssey minivans 
and Element small trucks because 
of braking system problems that 
could make it tougher to stop the 
vehicle if not repaired. 

The recall includes 344,000 
Odysseys and 68,000 Elements 
from 2007 and 2008. 


Honda said in a statement that 
over time, brake pedals can feel 
“soft” and must be pressed clos- 
er to the floor to stop the vehicles. 
Left unrepaired, the problem could 
cause loss of braking power and 
possibly a crash, Honda spokes- 
man Chris Martin said. 

“It’s definitely not operating the 
way it should, and it’s safety sys- 
tems, so it brings it to the recall 


status,” he said. 

The National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration has report- 
ed three crashes due to the prob- 
lem, with minor injuries and no 
deaths, Martin said. 

Honda said that affected own- 
ers should wait to get a letter from 
the company before scheduling a 
repair because the parts are not 
yet available, (ap)

Drugs Worth $75M Stolen 
From Eli Lilly Warehouse 


Hartford, Conn. 

In a Holljrwood-style heist, thieves 
cut a hole in the roof of a ware- 
house, rappelled inside and scored 
one of the biggest hauls of its kind 
— not diamonds, gold bullion or 
Old World art, but about $75 mil- 
lion in antidepressants and other 
prescription drugs. 

The pills — stolen from the 
pharmaceutical giant Eli Lilly & 
Co. in quantities big enough to fill 
a tractor-trailer — are believed to 
be destined for the black market, 
perhaps overseas. 

The thieves apparently scaled 
the brick exterior of the ware- 
house in an industrial park in 
Enfield during a blustery rain- 
storm before daybreak Sunday. 


After lowering themselves to the 
floor, they disabled the alarms 
and spent at least an hour load- 
ing pallets of drugs into a vehicle 
at the loading dock. 

“Just by the way it occurred, 
it appears that there were sever- 
al individuals involved and that it 
was a very well planned-out and 
orchestrated operation,” Enfield 
Police Chief Carl Sferrazza said. 
“It’s not your run-of-the-mill home 
burglary, that’s for sure.” 

Experts described it as one of 
the biggest pharmaceutical heists 
in history. 

Edward Sagebiel, a spokesman 
for Eli Lilly, put the wholesale value 
of the drugs at $75 million. No nar- 
cotics or other painkillers were in 
the warehouse, he said, (ap)

Rival leads overall 
vote count; al-Maliki 
alleges electoral fraud 

Baghdad 

A secular coalition challenging the 
Iraqi prime minister in the coun- 
try’s historic parliamentary elec- 
tions has narrowly pulled ahead 
for the first time in the overall 
vote count, although it still trails 
in the crucial province -by-prov- 
ince count. 

The Iraqiya coalition, led by for- 
mer Prime Minister Ayad Allawi, 
seemed to be gaining momentum, 
taking a 95000 -vote lead nation- 
wide, according to new totals 
released late Tuesday. But with 
about 20 percent of the votes still 
to be counted from the March 7 
election, it was unclear wheth- 
er that margin would give Allawi 
more seats in parliament, which 
will determine who will lead the 
government. 

The news came as Prime Minis- 
ter Nouri al-Maliki and his State of 
Law coalition accused election offi- 
cials of manipulating vote counts 
and called for a recount, a candi- 
date from his bloc said. It was the 


prime minister’s first challenge 
to the results, and his bloc drew a 
link between its accusations and 
Allawi, accusing some electoral 
commission staff of having alle- 
giances to groups backing al-Ma- 
liki’s rival. 

Iraq’s vote counting has been 
winding and chaotic, with bal- 
lot results being portioned out 
piecemeal by election officials 
and almost immediately subject 
to fraud accusations. The winner 
will be tasked with forming a gov- 


ernment that will oversee the coun- 
try as U.S. forces go home. 

Crucially, with 79 percent of 
votes counted, al-Maliki’s coali- 
tion was still winning in seven of 
Iraq’s 18 provinces — including all- 
important Baghdad — compared 
with five for Allawi.

Afghanistan’s government will pro- 
vide more than 1,000 police rein- 
forcements for the southern prov- 
ince of Kandahar in response to 
Taliban attacks that killed dozens 
of people there ahead of a coming 
offensive on the insurgent strong- 
hold, an official said Tuesday.

Some of the 1,100 new Afghan 
police in Kandahar will come from 
the capital, Kabul, and some will 
be recruited and trained locally, 
Wesa said.

Chile: Quake Killed 700 


6.7-magnitude shock 
hits; 200 missing are 
included in death toll 


Santiago, Chile 

The earthquake and tsunami that 
struck Chile last month killed 
700 people, according to the gov- 
ernment. And the ground hasn’t 
stopped shaking. 

A magnitude-6.7 aftershock 
rocked south-central Chile Mon- 
day night, adding to the raw nerves 
and mounting damages caused by 
the Feb. 27 quake. 

Chile’s Interior Minister Rodri- 
go Hinzpeter updated the known 
death toll on Tuesday, saying 200 
people previously listed as missing 
would be added to the count of 500 
previously known dead. 

“In economic terms, this is the 
worst catastrophe Chile has suf-

fered,” Hinzpeter added. 

Public Works Minister Her- 
nan de Solminihac said it will cost 
about $1.46 billion to restore public 
infrastructure — notably the fall- 
en bridges that are slowing recon- 
struction and relief efforts. 

Higher taxes on mining opera- 
tions may be one way to cover the 
public costs, Hinzpeter said. Con- 


servative lawmakers have reject- 
ed the idea of a higher tax burden 
on the country’s crucial mining 
sector.

An ‘Unshakable Bond’? 


The ongoing dispute over Jewish settlements has put U.S.-Israel ties to the test 


Washington 

The United States and Israel 
stepped back Tuesday from their 
most public rift in a decade, a dis- 
pute over new Jewish homes in a 
traditionally Arab part of Jerusalem 
that quickly became a test of U.S. 
and Israeli commitment to peace 
talks and one another. 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton said U.S. and Israeli 
officials are in intense talks about 
resuming peace negotiations, mov- 
ing past the breach opened when 
Israel announced last week, during 
a visit by Vice President Joe Biden, 
that it will build 1,600 more Jewish 
houses in east Jerusalem. 

Israeli officials privately say 
Prime Minster Benjamin Netanya- 
hu — Washington-bound next week 
— is willing to go to some lengths to 
calm tensions. The U.S. is also look- 
ing for a way to finesse their demand 
that Israel cancel the construction. 
There is no obvious half-measure, 
and both countries are wary of look- 
ing weak to the other, to important 
political constituencies at home and 
to the Arab world. Still, the rhetoric 
suddenly softened. 

“We have a close, unshakable 
bond between the United States 
and Israel, and between the Amer- 
ican and Israeli people,” Clinton 
said. “We share common values 
and a commitment to a democrat- 
ic future for the world, and we are 
both committed to a two-state solu- 
tion. But that doesn’t mean that 
we’re going to agree.” 

Netanyahu’s looming visit leaves 
little time to paper over the rift. If 
Netanyahu gets a cold shoulder, he 
has little incentive to scrap settle- 
ments the United States sees as an 
affront to peace talks. If he skips the 
trip entirely, the Obama administra- 
tion risks a backlash from the pow- 
erful pro-Israel lobby and its con-

Va. Gov. to Donate Funds 


McDonnell will give 
to charity $100K left 
from inauguration 

Richmond, Va. 

Gov. Bob McDonnell, a Republi- 
can, has talked for the last cou- 
ple months about donating his 
excess inaugural funds to charity, 
and while everyone agrees that’s 
a generous gesture, let’s not for- 
get that state law has changed and 
that’s now required. 

A report released Tuesday by 


the Virginia Public Access Project, 
a nonpartisan tracker of money 
in politics, shows that last year’s 
statewide candidates actually 
raised far less for their inaugural 
festivities than their counterparts 
did four years ago; their counter- 
parts were able to hold onto the 
excess money by transferring it 
to political accounts. 

In 2006, Gov. Tim Kaine, Dem- 
ocrat, transferred $800,000; Lt. 
Gov. Bill Bolling, Republican, 
transferred $168,000; and Attor- 
ney General McDonnell trans- 
ferred $280,000. 


That money helped Bolling 
and McDonnell with their future 
runs and Kaine support other 
candidates. This year, McDonnell 
announced that he will contribute 
about $100,000 to charity, while 
Bolling and Cuccinelli raised exact- 
ly what they needed for their inau- 
gural festivities. 

McDonnell raised $1.9 mil- 
lion from more than 1,554 donors. 
Top donations came from attor- 
neys, state employees, those who 
work in the defense industry, 
and veterans, according to VPAP.

Ex-Gov. Ehrlich Won’t Rule Out U.S. Senate Bid

Republican says his 
supporters want him 
to return to Congress 

Pikesville,Md. 

Former Maryland governor Rob- 
ert Ehrlich said Tuesday supporters 
are urging him to run for U.S. Sen- 
ate instead of governor, and he said 
their suggestions are “in the mix” 
as he considers his options. 

Ehrlich, who became Mary- 
land’s first Republican governor 
in a generation when he won in 
2002, has been testing the waters 
for a 2010 run for governor by 
traveling around the state to meet 
with voters. 

After Republican Scott Brown 


won the U.S. Senate race in Mas- 
sachusetts in January, Ehrlich said 
many supporters started urging him 
to run for Senate against Democrat- 


ic Sen. Barbara Mikulski, who has 
been a senator since 1986 and is 
campaigning for a fifth term. 

“It was unexpected, because 


these meetings that we’ve had have 
been very clear with a central pur- 
pose, which is the governorship,” 
Ehrlich told reporters after speak- 
ing to the Pikesville Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Mikulski held a fundraiser Mon- 
day night in Baltimore, where the 
73-year-old made clear: “I’m not 
retiring.” 

Ehrlich, who spent eight years 
in Congress before running for 
governor, described the Senate 
seat as “obviously, a seat that I’ve 
looked at over the years ... and I 
love Congress.” 

In Maryland’s 2006 governor’s 
race, Ehrlich lost his re-election bid, 
receiving 46 percent of the vote 
to Martin O’Malley’s 53 percent.

Capital Gains 
Program Gets 
Boost in D.C. 

Washington 

A program to pay D.C. middle 
school students for good behav- 
ior and grades has received more 
money. 

The D.C. Council voted to add 
$255,000 to the Capital Gains 
program at a meeting on Tuesday 
after it was in danger of running 
out of money.

Tiger Woods, who hasn’t played 
golf in public since a Thanksgiv- 
ing-night car accident unleashed 
a slew of revelations of marital 
infidelities that led him to take a 
leave of absence from the game, 
announced Tuesday he will return 


at the Masters, the season’s first 
major championship. 

The announcement, made in a 
statement released Tuesday, means 
Woods’ self-imposed exile lasted 
roughly five months, and that his 
pursuit of Jack Nicklaus’ record of 
18 major titles will not be interrupt- 
ed by his leave. The Masters begins 
April 8 in Augusta, Ga. 

“The Masters is where I won my 
first major, and I view this tourna- 
ment with great respect,” Woods 
said. “After a long and necessary 


time away from the game, I feel 
like I’m ready to start my season 
at Augusta.” 

Woods, 34, thus will forfeit any 
preparation for the major champion- 
ships, three of which will be staged 
on courses on which he has won. 
Woods could have also returned 
at the Arnold Palmer Invitational 
March 25-28 in Orlando, near his 
home in Windermere, Fla., a tour- 
nament he has won six times. 

But the Masters might offer 
Woods the most privacy as he 


makes a return that will be one of 
the most closely followed sports 
stories in years. 

The club traditionally does not 
issue media credentials to outlets 
that do not historically cover the 
event, meaning tabloids and celeb- 
rity magazines — publications that 
have ferociously followed Woods’s 
indiscretions and the future of his 
relationship with his wife, Elin —

Ex-Chiefs coach says 
Redskins’ new back 
will unseat Portis 

The Redskins 

While popular opinion might sug- 
gest that running back Larry John- 
son was brought to town to back up 
the Washington Redskins’ peren- 
nial starter, Clinton Portis, one of 
Johnson’s former coaches has a 
bold prediction. 

“He will take over the running 
back position,” said Dick Vermeil, 
who coached Johnson in Kansas 
City from 2003 to 2005. “That’s 
what I think. He’ll push that guy 
right out of a job. Larry Johnson 
will work all week — he’ll work 
Wednesday, Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday — and he’ll make you 
start him on Sundays.” 

Though Johnson was often a 
chief source of headaches, two of 
his former Kansas City coaches 
sang his praises this week, both 
dismissing the notion that at 30, 
Johnson is no longer an effective 
NFL running back. In fact, both see 
favorable circumstances in Wash- 
ington that could help Johnson 
return to Pro Bowl form. 


“His back is against the wall, 
and for him, that’s when he’s at 
his best,” said Herman Edwards, 
who coached in Kansas City from 
2006 to 2008. “Most people think 
he’s done, he’s finished, he’s too old. 
That actually helps him. He wants 
to prove people wrong. This is his 
third team in two years; he knows 
this could be it. You don’t need more 
incentive than that.” 

The Redskins signed Johnson 
last week to a three-year contract. 
Portis, who missed the final eight 
games last season after suffering a 
season-ending concussion, returns 
for his ninth NFL season. He’s been 


the Redskins’ starter since joining 
the team in 2004. While Johnson 
has spoken about the pair oper- 
ating like a tandem. Vermeil sees 
much more potential. 

“I think they got a great steal 
in this guy,” Vermeil said. “If they 
have any sort of offensive line, I 
really believe he’ll be the start- 
ing running back there, and he’ll 
do very well. If anyone thinks it’s 
some union job and a guy gets to 
start just because he’s the incum- 
bent, nuh-uh. Larry will make 
him work. [Portis] will have to 
fight to even hope to keep his job.”

The Rise and Fall of Soriano

Once their leadoff 
hitter, he has been dropped to an 
as-yet-undetermined lineup spot 
right after all the still-productive 
hitters. “He’ll hit fifth or sixth,” 
said manager Lou Piniella, admi- 
rably spinning the demotion as a 
promotion. “A good RBI spot.” 

Only Soriano himself, it seems, 
believes he can be the player he was 
in Washington four years ago, the 
one who hit 46 homers and stole 
41 bases. “I still have the talent,” 
Soriano said recently. “The only 
thing for me is to stay healthy so I 
can help the team to win. If I stay 
healthy, I will put up the numbers.”

According to frenzied prepubes- 
cent, teen and even adult female 
fans everywhere, there’s nothing 
not to love about “New Moon,”

Sister Act in Progress 


Tegan & Sara dish 
on songwriting and 
joining Lilith Fair

Tegan & Sara’s latest album, “Saint- 
hood,” has opened the door for 
the two to spend more time writ- 
ing together. 

Though the twin sisters have 
composed apart from each other 
during their 12 years as a group, 
they held a writing session togeth- 
er before hitting the studio for 
“Sainthood,” and one of their 
songs, “Paperback Head,” made 
the cut. “We wrote a bunch of 
other stuff together as well,” says 
Tegan Quinn. “It was pretty late 
in the process where we’d sort of 
determined what songs we want- 
ed to record already. We didn’t feel 
we wrote anything else that chal- 
lenged those songs.” 

Tegan Quinn says that the duo 
found their writing styles were not 
particularly compatible, with Sara 
by far the more “meticulous” of the 
two. But with “Paperback Head” 
the sisters, who live on opposite 
sides of their native Canada, dis- 
covered they could work together if 
they weren’t in the same room. 

“We’ve been sharing files and 
sending MP3s back and forth, and 
collaborating that way,” she says. 
“We find it easier. But I’m glad we 
did try to sit in a room together and 
do it so we could see how we each 
worked. I felt proud we were able 
to do it without being arrested or 
killing each other.” 

Tegan Quinn, who also did some 
writing for “Sainthood” with API 
bassist Hunter Burgan, her part- 
ner in a forthcoming side project.

A New York town 
touts its connection 
to the famed writer 


Destinations 

Huckleberry Finn sprang to life 
in a swirl of cheap cigar smoke at 
Mark Twain’s cozy hilltop cabin 
in upstate New York far from the 
Mississippi River. 

On the centenary of the author’s 
death, Twainiacs will swarm Han- 
nibal, Mo., the river town of his boy- 
hood that inspired a raft of literary 
gems, and Hartford, Conn., where 
Twain lived in middle age. Only a 
few thousand visitors typically show 
up in Elmira, a small city in New 
York’s bucolic Chemung River Val- 
ley where much of his best-known 
fiction was actually written. 

But civic boosters think this is 
one year when a bump in atten- 
dance is all but assured. 

Elmirans in period costume will 
ride in horse-drawn carriages to 
Woodlawn Cemetery in an April 24 
centennial re-enactment of his burial. 
Hal Holbrook will reprise his Mark 
Twain Tonight! impersonation at a 
vaudeville theater that bears Twain’s 
real name, Samuel L. Clemens. 

“If there was ever a town that 
needed a tourism boost and to get 
on the map, it’s Elmira,” said Mar-

tha Horton of Friends of Woodlawn 
Cemetery, a nonprofit group. 

Twain was lured to Elmira by 
romance, marrying wealthy coal 
merchant’s daughter Olivia Lang- 
don in 1870. For the next 20 sum- 
mers, at Quarry Hill farm atop 
East Hill with its entrancing view 
of the valley and a receding range 
of blue-hued hills in Pennsylvania, 
he excelled in his craft.

Continental Changes Tune on Food Fees 


Air Travel 

Attention, coach passengers: Conti- 
nental Airlines, which used to boast 
about giving away hamburgers and 
barbecue while rivals passed out 
tiny bags of pretzels, is changing 
its tune on food. 

Continental plans to launch a 
food-for-sale program that mirrors 
what other carriers do already. 

A spokesman said Monday that 
the Houston-based airline expects 
a $35 million annual benefit, from 
cost savings and added revenue. 



Passengers on Continental Airlines 
flights will soon be charged for food. 


Delta Air Lines, American Air- 
lines, US Airways and United Air- 
lines are among the carriers that 
already charge for food on flights. 

Continental passengers on some 
international routes, on domestic 
flights lasting more than six hours, 
and those who sit in first or busi- 
ness class on routes will continue to 
get free food. Snacks such as pret- 
zels and nonalcoholic drinks will 
still be free for all. 

The changes take effect in the 
fall. Menu choices and prices will 
be disclosed later. 


Air travelers have seen a steady 
erosion of amenities included in 
the price of their tickets over the 
last two years or so, from checked 
bags to pillows and blankets on 
board. Airlines call it unbundling 
the product, allowing them to offer 
lower base fares and charge extra 
only for people who want more. 

But with so many add-on fees, 
a traveler could end up paying 
more when everything is added 
together than what they previous- 
ly paid for an all-inclusive ticket.
